No More Faith Than a Hog— 
Groceis Tm-n Out

The evangelist told of another threat 
that had been made on liis life by some 
gamblers within a stone's throw of tlio 
tabernacle. 
Dr. Lyon declared ho would 
be doing business at the same old stand 
all next week. 
He said he loved every 
gambler, but that, God helping him, he 
is going to fight their hellish business 
to the end. 


No Deadbeat a Christian. 


Addressing the large delegation of 
grocers Dr. Lyon exclaimed that a man 
cannot be a Christian and a deadbeat at 
the same time. 


"We have been trying to help yottr 
business by having people cut out the 
things that take their money for liquor 
and the things they do not need so that 
they will have money enough for their 
grocery bills," he declared. 


He said he had looked in the last di- 
rectory and had found that there are 
181 grocers in Fort Wayne and 187 
liquor dealers. 


"Wliich are doing more for tlio up- 
building of the city?" he aske<l. "Every 
dollar that goes to the saloon is taking 
that 
dollar from legitimate business. 
The money spent for liquor in tins city 
would pave every street and clothe and 
feed every man, wo^ian and child in 
Fort Wayne." 
He declared that busi- 
ness men are realizing every day the 
financial 
value of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. 


"I know what it is to have sneak 
thieves buy goods on time and never 
pay for them," he continued. 
":May 
every man who owes you come in and 
square up." 


Unbelieving Teachers Scored. 


The school teacher who does not be- 
lieve in Christ came in for probably the 
worst scoring. 
He declared that there 
were such teachers in Fort Wayne. 


"While you have some of the best 
and Godliest teachers in the high school 
here I have ever seen, you also have 
some teachers who have no more faith 
in Jesus Christ than a hog!" ho ex- 
claimed. 


"The reason it is so hard to bring 
yotuig folks to Christ in this town is 
because you have a few teachers who 
care more for the dance and the devil 
than they do for Jesus Christ.

"Here in your own city there was a 
woman, a member of a church, who said 
to a friend, 'I wish my husband would 
be saved,' and yet that wife goes to 
the theater, plays auction bridge and 
then she wonders why hgr husband will 
not give himself to Christ!" the evange- 
list declared. 
"If I had that kind of

England and Germany Dis- 
cuss Unde Sam's Notes 
of Protest. 


London, Feb. 13.—(12:40 
p. m.) — 
That the British government Avill have 
no difficulty in giving a satisfactory re- 
ply to the American note on the use of 
the American flag by British merchant- 
men is the contention of the afternoon 
papers of London. Avhich virtually unit- 
ed in expressing the opinion that a neu- 
tral flag will be used by British A^esseis 
only as an intimation to German Avar- 
ships that there are neutral passengers 
and goods aboard. 


The Pall Mall Gazette attaches "im- 
mense significance" to the phrase in the 
American note to Germany—"or cause 
the 
death 
of 
American 
citizens"—as 
meaning that Americans aboard British 
ships Avill be ei|ually protected by the 
home government 
as those 
on 
board 
American ships. 


The 
Evening 
Standard, 
basing 
its 
judgment on the tenor of the American 
notes says: 
"It is plain in Avhich di- 
rection America looks for the possibility 
of trouble. 
If Germany does not noAv 
undergtand the meaning of the note and 
realize the false position into which she 
has been lead by the arrogance of the 
official minds in Berlin, she must abide 
bv the issue." 


GERMAN VIEW OF IT. 


Berlin, Via London, Feb. 13.—(4.50 a. 
m.)—^Disappointment that neutral pow- 
ers have not asked specific guarantees 
from England that she desist from the 
misuse of neutral flags is expressed by 
the Kreus Zeitung, Avhich 
says 
sucli 
guarantees are improbable 
noAv 
since 
"tho most powerful" neutral hag not' 
CA^en protested decidedly. 


The paper asserts that sales of arms 
and ammunition, "not to mention ample 
support of our enemies noAv tolerated," 
cannot be reconciled with President Wil- 
son's jmobjectionable interpretation of 
true neutrality at the beginning of the 
war. 
The Ivreuz Zeitung declares that 
although Great Britain's reply to the 
protest of the United States complaint 
concerning the detention 
of 
merchant 
ships Avas almost 
Avholly negative, it 
•was accepted quietly in America as is 
the present misuse of 
the 
flag. 
Tlie 
paper then asks: 
"Is it any A\-onder 
that England noAV shows not/ the slight- 
est consideration for tho United States,, 
as it illustrated already by the seizure 
of the Wilhclmina? 
Let nobody 
say 
America proA^es its neutrality by accept- 
ing Germany's declaration of submarine 
Avarfare in the same spirit as England's 
abuse of neutral flags." 


The text of the American note has 
not yet been made known to the Ger- 
man press and the comment up to the 
present time has been based entirely on 
neAvs agency dispatches from Washing- 
ton giving a brief synopsis of the com- 
munication. 
The Koelnische Zeitung has 
republished prominently from the Tages 
Zeitung an article by Count A'on ReA^ent- 
loAA', the naval critic, concerning Ger- 
many's declaration of a marine Avar zone 
around the British isles. 


In concluding his article Count von 
Reventlow gays: 
"The Gernuin declara- 
tion in itself must furnish 
proof 
to 
Americans that the possible destruction 
of American ships after 
February 
18 
cannot afford the Washington goA-eni- 
ment any ground for complaint of any 
nature against the German government, 
but that the American government and 
the shippers themselA'es must bear the 
responsibility if they permit their ves- 
sels to enter this AA'ar zone. 


"We gather the impression here from 
expressions 
reaching 
Germany 
from 
across the Avater that if the American 
people belieA-e they can handle the Ger- 
man goA-ernment as they desire by pres- 
sure and threats they will fool them- 
selves."

The partitions on fhe third and fourth 
floors Avill all be taken out and the 
Avine rooms Avill all bo torn doAvn. The 
third floor Avill be a large dormitory 
and half of the fourth floor will be used 
as a free dispensary Avhere men who 
are injured Avill be taken carf> of. Many 
timea "bums" Avho conie to the city are 
injured and thf^y are in such a dirty 
condition that the local hospitals 
do 
not like to take care of them, but this 
dispensary will be used for this pur- 
pose. 
Four of the leading physicians of 
the city haA-p Anhmteored their services. 
The remaining half of the flourth floor 
Avill be used as a dormitory. 


The committee expects to install ten 
to fifteen shoAver baths and everv per- 
son Avho comes to the place for lodg- 
ing Avill be, compelled to take a bath 


in a 
filthy 
condition they Avill aJl be 
before retiring and if his clothes are 
put 
through 
a 
fumigator Avhich Avill 
also be installed. 
Every 
man 
Avho 
comes for a bed aaMII also be compelled 
to attend the religious service« in the 
eA'ening. 
If the men refuse to conform 
Avith these requirements they will not 
be kept. 


Aiter a man hag been kept one night 
an effort Avill be made to secure employ- 
ment and if he refuses to go to Avork 
he Avill not be given 
another 
night's 
lodfring. 
If a. ma,n goes to Avork ajid 
continues to stay at the inission he Avill 
be asked to pay for his lodging and 
board. A restaurant aamII also be install- 
ed in the building. 


Building Has a Histoiy. 


The Arlington hotel's chief claim to 
distinction lies in the fact tha^t it played 
a prominent part in the crusade 
that 
resulted in the obliteration of the "red 
light" district of Fort Wayne. 


Drastic measures Avere used to bring 
this about, but they succeeded a.nd in 
its closing the greatest pitfall that Avas 
ever placed in the path of Fort Wayne's 
youth, both male and female, Avas re- 
moved. 


For several years it has been used as 
a tenement, but the 
old 
reputation 
clung to it and no venture that has eA-er 
been undertaken in connection Avith it 
has suci^feded. 


The exact date at which it Avas erect- 
ed is hard fo obta in, but as far back 
as fifty-tAvo years atro it AA'as a tAA'o- 
story structure that stood, on the old 
canal basin and Avas at that time con- 
ducted on proper lines. 


Tt Avas known as the Phillips house 
and Avas presided over by a man Avho 
ran a stage line in connection Avith it, 
betAveen Fnrt Wayne and HicksA-ille. 


it Avas also knoAA'n as the OliA'er house 
at one time and has changed names and 
hands frequently during it.«» existence, 
but preserA-ed its respectability 
until 
Avithin the last dozen years of it« ex- 
istence as .1, hotel. 


Tlie third and fourth stories 
were 
added as they Avere demanded and the 
structure is of excellent quality 
and 
the building admirably adapted to the 
purpose to Avhich it is to be deA'oted. 


A Bit of History. 


The place knoAvn as the Rescue TTonie 
and ^fission, uoav located at 118 East 
Columbia street, Avas started by tAvo 
men, knoAvn as Stuky and Sprunger, of 
Reme, Ind., Avho placed a man by the 
pensary for men. 


name of Adam Witmer. as .superintend- 
ent of the institutif.Ti, Avho serA'ed as 
its superintendent for ov.f year, after 
Avhich time George f. Cuxper Avas placed 
in charge of the Avork and served until 
December 1, 1911, at Avhi'h time J. A. 
Nipper was placed in charge aa its su- 
perintendent, and Avho is at the present 
time in charge. 


Since the Rescue Mission has begun 
its Avork in the city, there has been an 
aA-erage of 20.000 people 
crossed 
its 
thre.shold yearly and hare had the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ preached to them. 
Among these people there 
haA'e been 
some of the best people of the city, as 
Avell as dnmkardg and harlots and un- 
fortimates of all kinds, and out of the 
unfortunate men and women that have 
begun a bett.er life in the Rescue Mis- 
sion since its start is a great number. 
And many of them are Avorking in the 
city at the present time, and can be 
heard in the mission from night to night 
telling the story of hoAV they came into 
the city, and also the great change that 
has come into their liA-es. Some of these 
men are noAv in business and some work- 
ing in some of the most prominent busi- 
ness houses in the city. 


The Avork Avas starter! on April 1. 1902. 
and Avas incorporated under the laws of 
the state of Indiana on 
Octol>er 22, 
ino?. 


At its beginning there Avas plenty of 
room to take care of the Avnrk done, 
there being a chapel that seated about 
t.Aventy-five people, and they were got- 
ten on the inside by taking an organ 
on the outside and gatherin^g a croAvd 
and thus getting them Inside, but the 
partition has been moA-ed from time to 
time, in the room of TOO feet, till at 
the present time all space is taken up, 
and people are turned aAvay at the Sun- 
day eA-ening service, at Avhich 210 peo- 
ple can be t.aken care of. 


The directors of the Rescue ^Gssion 
haA'e been looking for a building that 
AA'ould be a suitable place, Avhere there 
Avould be more room a.nd have at the 
present time purchased the old Arling- 
ton hotel, Avhich can by making a com- 
plete change in it, be made a suitable 
place for this AA-ork and Avhen complete«! 
Avill haA-e a .seating capacity of 400 peo- 
ple and plenty of room to take care of 
the Avork in this building. There Avill be 
gospel service conducted every night in 
the year. In the neAV building there Avill 
be shower baths, fumigator and free dis-

The so-called lazy husband bill has 
received the indorsement of thè senate 
committee having it in charge. 
That it 
is right in principle Ave firmly belieA-e. 
Briefly, it provides that husbands Avho 
desert their Avives and childi'en, and re- 
fuse to contribute to 
their 
support, 
shall be arrested and compelled to Avork, 
a certain portion of their wages going 
t o their families. 
This is certainly a 
more rational Avay of dealing Avith a 
serious problem than the one noAv fol- 
loAved. To send such a man to the Avork- 
house is to make it impossible for him 
to support his family, and also to tax 
the community for his OAvn mainten- 
ance. 


We assume of course that the bill is 
so framed as to safeguard the rights 
and liberties of the nnfortwiate. Men 
sometimes do. not AVork simply because 
they cannot get Avork. There is no Avish 
on the part of the supporters of this 
bill to punish 
these. 
It is. hoAvever, 
necessary in all such legislation as thi.s 
to guard A-ery carefully against'oppres- 
sion and injustice. 
The Avomen of the 
state, Avho are Avorking so hard to bet- 
ter social conditions through legislation, 
and AA'ho are earnestly Supporting this 
bill, have no other purpose than to cor- 
rect a great and groAving eAil. 


It should be lióriié in mind that the 
interests of society in this niattèr are 
quite as important as those of thè rle- 
serted families. 
That is A. weak còm- 
munity in Avhich any coneideraWe num- 
ber of families ii^i left AXithout gtippdri, 
and in Avhich many men arc living sim- 
ply by their Avitff. For both theie men 
and their wives and children are bur- 
dens on society. 
The 
legislatiòii 
is 
thei'efore, not iièiitinìental, but in the 
highest 
degree 
practical. 
Finally,

should be remembered thfct men who re- 
fuse to work soon acquire thè habit t>( 
not working—and few things sri? w^Mie 
than that.

The first annual banquet given by the 
Fort Wayne Lutheran City league Fri- 
day evening at the dining room of the 
Wayne Knitting mills has gone into hig- 
torj' but nevertheless will long be ro-

At 
the time announced the doors of the 
banquet room were thrown open and so 
large Avas the crowd that it took nearly 
a half hour before all were seated.

A large United 
States flag with a picture of Abraham 
Lincoln and ^Martin Luther on either side 
formed a background for the speakers' 
platfoiTO. 


The president of the City league, W.

the 
evening, who were Prof. W. H. T. Dau, 
Rev. F. H. Lankenau, of Kapoleon, O., 
and Pi-of.

The Boxing Bill. 


The bill to legalize boxing made its 
appearance in tho house 
fathered 
by 
Hepresentative Waltz, of Evansville. The 
bill is similar in all rcspects to the pres- 
ent Wisconsin laM-, except that it pro- 
vides for one comiuissioiier instead of 
three being appointed by the governor, 
fixes the salary of the commissioner at 
$1,500 a year and allows $o00 for travel- 
ing expenses. It would be neccssary for 
an athletic club to secure a permit from 
the state commissioner before staging 
any boxing or sparring exhibition. 
The 
permit would be rovokable upon orders 
of the commissioiKM-. 
Tlie bill would 
prevent betting ami the sale of intox- 
icating liquors whert- bouts are held, and 
prohibit exhibitions 
on 
Sundays. 
It 
would limit cxliiiutions to ten rounds, 
define length of rounils and size of gloves 
to be used. 
A srlu'dnle of license fees, 
ranging fronu ¡r'i.') to $300, according to 
the size of tlu' city, and provision for 5 
per cent of the gro.^s receipts being paid 
to the state are other features of the 
bill. 


Pool and BilUard HaUs. 


Senator Humphreys, of Linton, intro- 
duced a bill in the senate which would 
prohibit the playing of pool or billiards 
in public halls 
on Sunday 
and after 
midnight, prohibit gambling on cainis 
in any form and require $1 annual license 
fee be paid for each table in use. 


Governor 
Ealston's 
recommendation 
for $100,000 being appropriated from the 
state treasury to bear Indiana's half 
of the expense in the fight ajrainst the 
foot and mouth disease will be complied 
with, if a bill that Senator VauNuys in- 
troduced is enacted. 


A cent and a half interurbaii fare bill 
was introduced by Representative J^d- 
kins, of Wayne county. The chara-e for 
minors from five to twelve years of aire 
would bo a half cent a mile, while car- 
riers would be required to carry frc;; 
baggage weighing up to 150 pounds. 


Referendum Elections. 
Another bill which Mr. Judkins intro- 
duced and similar to one Senator Mc- 
Conaha, of Richmond, presented in th.e 
senate, provides for referendum electisns 
upon ten per cent, of the qualified voters 
of a legislative district petitioning the 
secretary of state. The bill incorporates 
a form of oath, which legislators would 
be required to take, promising to sup- 
port any matter of legislation accord- 
ing to a majority vote of hi.s consti- 
tuents. 


A bill to exempt from taxation prop- 
erty of college or university fraternities 
that are placed under the control of ihe 
institution, M'as offered by Representa- 
tive Ueniston,

Council of Indiana Women Seeking Im- 
provement in Laws, Asks Aid. 


The l.(egislative Council of 
Indiana 
women, which is the .self explanatory 
though lengthy na.me of women of In- 
diana who are banded together seeking 
imi)rovement 
in 
legislative 
measures 
favorable to the interests,of the child, 
the mother and the home, wants small 
donations from individual t'lub women of 
a nickel each. 
In other words since 
Indiana women liave united for legisla- 
tive influence because realizing that as 
individuals and as small organizations 
they have little or no power, the affilia- 
tion of still more state organizations of 


women is.invited and the small sum of 
five cents is asked as a 
contribution 
from every woman toward the fund 
used solely for supplies, printing, post- 
age, telephones, etc. 
State organizations 
already affiliated with the Coiincir of 
Indiana Federation of Clubs, the W. C. 
T. U., 
Indiana Congress of 
¡Mothers, 
Woman's Franchise League of Indiana, 
Consumers League of Indiana, AVoman s 
Press.club and Association,of Collegiate 
Alumnae, in all a total membership of 
50,000 women. ¡Vlany prominent \yomen 
of the state are interested and are giv- 
ing their work, their time and their 
money to furthering it. 
All women of 
Fort Wayne who belong to the Woman's 
league in any way through their mem- 
bership with some organization affiliated 
with the league, are asked to contribute 
the small sum named to the cause by 
handing it "to the president of 
the 
club of which they are members, who 
will send it to the league officers. 


INTEREST OF CLUB WOMEN ASKED 


World's Peace 
Foundation 
Wants Co- 
operation of Women's Clubs. 


An appeal has been sent out to the 
woman's clubs of the country by the 
World's Peace Foundation, that in plan- 
ning their work for the coming season 
they lay aside other programs of enter- 
tainment, 
instruction 
or 
propaganda 
along matters, however, good, and con- 
centrate their efforts this year on the 
subject of peace. 
The women are ex- 
horted to remember that the present is 
a time of emergency when all lesser 
interests should be largely ignored and 
efforts should be concentrated to make 
the hour of decision after this war the 
great liour of the rational reconstruc- 
tion of the world. Tlie women are ask- 
ed to transform their programs to in- 
clude a study of government control of 
the manufacture of munitions of Avar, 
mutual reduction of armaments, devel- 
opment of an international court,>inter- 
national police to supplant armies and 
navies and a general world organiza- 
tion. 
Through its woman's department 
the World's Peace Foundation offers to 
co-operate with women's clubs in prepa- 
ration of programs and suggests a Julia 
Ward Howe peace fund of .$100,000 
or 
more, as she in 1872 began a peace cru- 
sade, which she carried on under great- 
est discouragement for many years both 
in America and abioad. 
It seems that 
her mantle has fallen upon Jane Ad- 
dams, who has accepted the position of 
head of the Woman's Peace erusade. The 
American woman as the product of free- 
dom for jnany years from the military 
idea of the dominance of brute force, is 
called upon to take up anew at this 
propitious time the work begun by Julia 
Ward Howe, which has been made one 
of the studies of the General Federa- 
tion of AVoman's 
Clubs, 
comprising a 
million members, at its biennial in San 
Francisco, in 1912, and for which stand- 
ing committees were created in all the 
clubs in the federation.

There Are Many People Who Are Merely "Big Meeting" 
Christians; They Haven't the Abundant Life, Says Dr. Lyon 


THE LIFE ABUNDANT. 


John 10:10—(R. V.)—"I am come that 
they might have life, that they may 
have it abundantly." 


We are going to consider this even- 
ing the most important theme "which 
can occupy the human mind. It is the 
subject of life. 
The study of life is 
always fascinating, in whatever form 
or manner you 
iind 
its 
expression 
Scholars, throughout the centuries, have 
tried to fathom the secret of life. The 
chemist and biologist have sought to 
analyze its mysteries in their experi- 
ments in the laboratory. 
The psycholo- 
gist has thought he has discovered the 
source and process of life, but it con- 
stantly eludes his grasp. All the great 
philosophers, from the time of Socrates 
and Plato to the present, have endeav- 
ored to solve the problem of immortal- 
ity. 
The patriarch, Job, at the dawn 
of recorded history, asked the question, 
"If a man die, shall he live again ?" The 
rich young ruler approached Jesus Avith 
a similar inquiry on his 
lips, "What 
must I do to inherit eternal life?" The 
Spanish adventurer, Ponce de Leon, sail- 
ed over trackless seas, seeking in the 
new world the fountain of perpetual 
youth. 
Tliese instances go to shoAv that 
the desire and longing for life is uni- 
versal. 
It is the one absolute essen- 
•tial.^ Without it everything else is in- 
significant. 


Dn January 10, 1910, the freighter. 
The Czarina, steamed from tlie port of 
Marshlield, Ore., through Coos bay, into 
the Pacific. She carried a crew of twen- 
ty-five men and one passenger, the son 
of the owner, C. J. Millis, a student in 
tJie state university. As the ship cross- 
ed the bar the sim shone clear and the 
wind was calm, but by a strange phe- 
nomenon the sea was rolling high. Three 
immense Avaves in succession swept over 
the boat, flooding the hold and putting 
out tJje fires beneath the boilers. 
The 
ship floimdered helpless in the trough 
of the sea. 
The distress signal was 
sent out, but the life-saving crew on 
the shore could render no aid. 
Tt Avas 
only a little over a quarter of a mile 
out to sea, in plain view of the shore. 
Tlie ship Avas being broken to pieces. 
]'"or fourteen hours the men heJd on to 
the masts, until one after anotiier. over- 
come by the cold and exliaustion, they 
were swept into tlie ocean. The fatlier 
of this university student stood on the 
beach and through a field glass distin- 
guished liis son. 
He 
ofi'ered 
tAventy 
tliousand dollars, all the property he 
had, to any one ivlio Avould save Jiis 
boy. Said that father to me. "The last 
I saw of my boy he Avaved his hand 
and sprang into the sea. 
He 
neA'er 
came up. All perished but one seaman, 
Avho floated to shore clinging to a brok- 
en spar." Tliese men realized the value 
of life. 


But from the viewpoint of Jesus, life 
is not merely pliysical. He said, "T am 
come that they may have life." IMen 
had physical life before Christ 
came. 
Tliey had intellectual life. 
What did 
He mean Avhen He said. "I am come 
tliat they may have life"? He Avas look- 
ing at life from the true standpoint, not 
from the temporal, but from the eter- 
nal. 
Existence is not life. 
The horse 
and hog and elephant have physical life, 
and to an extent they have intellectual 
life, but no one Avould argue that these 
animals 
possess 
immortality. 
The 
musliroom that groAvs up in a night, and 
as quickly decays, is not to be com- 
pared Avith the cedars of Lebanon, that 
have lived and grown for countless cen- 
turies. 


Christ Avas speaking of life as 
God 
sees it. He declared that all men haA'e 
not life, for real life is spiritual. Man- 
kind may be divided into three classes. 
Tlie first, those that have no life; sec- 
ond, those that have some life, 
and 
third, those that have abundant life. 
Real life does not consist in the posses- 
sion of property. 
Material things are 
outside and foreign 
to the true 
life. 
Tliey are like the 
garments that are 
upon men, they do not constitute apart 
of them. 
You may spend your time 
in accumulating 
material 
possessions, 
and y e f a t the close liaA-e no more life, 
or perhaps not as much as you had at 
the beghming. 
Jesus illustrated 
this 
by the example of the rich fool. 
He 
congratulated himself that he had much 
goods laid up for many years, and in 
self-content settled doAvn to eat, drink 
and be merry, God said to him, "Thou 
fool, this night thy soul shall be re- 
quired of thee." His riches Avere on the 
outside, not on the inside. 
With all 
his millions, he died a spiritual pauper. 


]\Ioreoyer, life does not consist in cul- 
ture, 
Culture can bring to our minds 
the best that has ever been said 
or 
Avritten, but culture is like the fertiliz- 
er Avhich the husbandman spreads about 
the roots of the tree. 
If the tree is 
aliA'c it Avill groAv better on account of 
the enrichment, but if the branches and 
trunk and roots are dead, no amount 
of fertilizer can produce leaves and blos- 
soms and fruit. 


Moreover life, does not come by in- 
heritance, 
By that manner we obtain 
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Kentucky Coal 


For furnace heating, stove or cook 
stove. Bums with a long, hot flame. 
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Keeps fire all ni^t. 
No 
dlnkers. 
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the physical and psychical, but not the 
spiritual and eternal. 
Jesus did not 
teach the immortality, of the unregen- 
erate soul. 
That was a pagan, not 
Christian, doctrine. 
It is not until the 
soul is vitalized by the spirit of God 
does it really live. 


Furthermore, life does not consist in 
indulgence and pleasure. 
The apostle 
spoke of the vain followers of fashion 
and merriment as dead Avhile they lived. 
They Avere alive physically and socially 
but dead spiritually. 
There Avas the 
rich man of Avhom Jesus told. He lived 
in mirth and splendor eA-ery day. Christ 
said the place of torment to Avhich the 
rich man Avent Avas the place of death. 
You have heard people say that they 
Avere going down into the slums of a 
big city to see life, 
"NMiat they see 
there Avould not be life, it Avould be 
death. It Avould be like a man explor- 
ing the scAvers. 


T dreamed one night that I saAv 
throng of people on the streets, rusliing 
to and fro. in and out of the build- 
ings and getting into their carriages 
But tlie strange thing of 
the Avhole 
scene Avas that these people were head- 
less. 
All about Tis are multitudes that 
possess the foundation for 
life, 
the 
physical and the intellectual. 
But upon 
this basis they haA'e never yet reared 
the structure of true existence. 
You 
may hold to the idea that every one 
at physical birtli has a spiritual na- 
ture. But even if you do, you arc forc- 
ed to admit tlie fact that Avlien tlie soul 
willfully sins and disobeys God, he. sev- 
ers the Avire of communicîition betAveen 
Iiim and the source of life. He cuts ofl' 
the tree at its roots. 
Jesus used this 
same thought, that Avhen tlie branches 
are separated from the vine they Avither 
and die. Men gather them together and 
tliey are burned. 
He said, "I am the 
vine, you are the branches." Tlic branch 
has no life in itself, only Avhat it gets 
from the vine. 
Hence the life tliat is 
separated from Christ has no spiritual 
existence. 


Or supposing you hold to the other 
position, tliat the first birth is physical 
tliat tliat Avhich is born of the flesh is 
flesh. 
Then you must plainly see that 
to liavp any spiritual life there must 
be a new birtli. 
There arc many that 
arc resting thoir hopes for salvation 
upon the fact that they are not dishon- 
est or immoral: they pay their debts, 
have gained considerable culture, liold 
high ideals, and have gÎACu liberally of 
their money for charit.v. 
But salva- 
tion is not a matter of good or bad. 
or of good or better—it is a matter of 
life or death. 
Jesus Christ is tlie one 
source of life. 
He declared, 
"I 
am 
come that they might have life." 
The 
Scripture distinctly says, 
"He 
that 
hath the Son hath life, but he that hath 
not the Son of God hath not life." 
It 
is not so much a question of losing life 
—it is a question of getting something 
Avhich you did not before possess. 


What are the evidences that an in- 
dividual is a dead soul, that he has no 
spiritual life? 
First of all that 
he 
has no interest in spiritual things. 
A 
man says, "I have no desire to hear the 
gospel preached, to read the Bible, to 
pray, to take part in religious Avorship. 
Those things haA'e no attraction for me. 
The reason of this is plain to be seen. 
There is no spiritual life to make re- 
sponse to these appeals. 
This absence 
of life is manifested also bj' a lack of 
spiritual knoAvledge. He says, "I do not 
understand God or the Bible, 
I see no 
Avisdom in the plan of salvation," The 
cause of this is that spiritual things are 
spiritually discerned. 
The apostle said 
that the knowledge of God Avas to some 
a stumbling block and foolishness, but 
Avhen the life is born from above, when 
the soul is vitalized the mind is illumi- 
nated, and Avhat Avas before dark and 
obscure becomes plain and clear. 


Another indication of the lack 
of 
spiritual life is ineffectivene-ss in Chris- 
tian service. 
It is impossible for you 
to give to some one else that Avhich you 
yourself do not possess. To have poAver 
Avith men, you must first of all have 
poAver Avith God. 
Note the hopeless- 
ness of this condition. 
There is 
no 
future for a dead soul. Not until there 
i^ the definite acceptance of Clirist, Avho 
came to bring life and immortality to 
light, can you have any ground 
for 
expecting to share in the 
joys 
and 
glories of eternity. 


N O A V Ave come to the second 
class, 
those that have some lifa. 
The begin- 
ning of life, either physical, or spirit- 
ual has been made easy. 
Salvation has 
been likened to marriage. 
It takes but 
a moment, Avhen the decision is made, 
for the minister to ask .the, questions 
and to make the declaration that the 
two are united in the bonds of matri- 
mony and become husbajid and Avife, 
Beginning the Christian life is a matter 
of a moment, living the Christian life 
is* a matter of eternity. 
Entrance into 
college is very simple. 
It takes but 
a short time to matriculate, to fill out 
your schedule, to register as a student. 
You are as much of a student tlie first 
day you enter college, as thé day you 
graduate. 
In both cases you are under 
obedience to the laws of that institu- 
tion, and entitled to its privileges. 


The infant born into the home is just 
as niuch ft child of the parents as is the 
mature son or daughter^ The laAV rec- 
ognizes him as an 
heir. 
There 
are 
many children of God Avho are not Avork- 
ers for Christ. 
While it is 
essential 
that Ave enter the primary department, 
yet it is important that we do not re- 
main there. .Too many are satisfied to 
continue merely spiritual infants. 
We 
are told that the JafNinese have a pro- 
cess of dwarfing; trees, that thev have 
specimens of oaks, centurie« old, that 
hear leaves and acorns, and yet they 
are only a few inches high. The church 
contains many of these specimens of 
spiritual d\7arf8. 
Tliey 
are. mature 
physically and intellectually, but spirit- 
ually they remain infants. Now I love 
a baby, that is, when it is at a baby's 
age, but I would dread to think of one 
of my children ' remaininsr a baby for- 
ever. It seems the kindergarten in God's 
•ehool must be full to overflowing. 


One indication of a spiritual infant 
is that be has no testimony for. Christ. 
The word "infant" literally means "the 
unspeaking one." 
It . is strange 
that 
there are members of our churches that 
never give an expresslan to their faith 
in Christ, thqr never epeMktt» oUMm 
about sabratioaf^ikex. win m #o<df for 


that weakness and helplessness contin- 
ue throughout life. 
And yet, we haA'c 
a multitude of professed Christiana who 
.are in that spiritual condition. 
They 
haA-e never put forth any real, earnest, 
aggressive, effective efforts in Christ's 
service. 
They are content to remain 
year after year in the same condition. 


Moreover an indication of an infant 
is 
that 
it 
is 
selt-centered. 
Some 
psychologists have lately dwlarcd that 
up to the age of t^vo years every child 
is naturally Avholly selfish. The infant 
expects special attention. It is the same 
Avay Avith a great many groAvn-up in- 
fants in our churches. 
They think the 
only mission of a pastor is to pet and 
coddle them. The church ought to be a 
hive, not a hospital or nursery. To the 
unsaved God says, "Come," but to the 
saA-ed He says, "Go." The pastor ought 
not to have to spend his time nursing 
the saints, but rather seeking the lost. 


Another characteristic of a baby is 
that its feelings are very easily hurt. 
The person that is supersensitive is also 
apt to be superselfish. 
At the least 
scowl it puts up its little lip. So it is 
Avith niany 
mature 
babies 
in 
our 
churches. 
They are constantly looking 
for slights and a person usually gets 
Avhat lie is looking for. They take of- 
fense at 
every criticism, believing it 
to be aimed especially at them. 
It is 
the infants in the church that usually 
cause the church quarrels—they Avant 
their own Avay, If some one else is put 
in a ])rominent position, some other plan 
ratlier than their OAvn is decided upon, 
tlicn their feelings are instantly hurt. 
They are like little children at play; 
they cry out, "If you do not play my 
Avay r am going to take nij^ things and 
go home!" 


Moreover a baby has to be amused. 
It Avants its playthings, its toys,' Take 
away its tin rattle and it hoAvls. 
So 
it is Avith the spiritual infants in our 
churches. 
One ladj^ cries 
out, 
"You 
Avant to take aAvay my deck of cards 
so I cannot haA'e any good time!" Baby! 
Baby! 
"If I don't go to the 
dance. 
Avhcre can I get 
any enjoyment 
in 
life?" 
The trouble is you have been 
socking for the things outside of your 
life for your pleasure. 
Real enjoyment 
must have its source from Avithin. not 
from Avithout. 
Do not 
be 
satisfied 
merely with having made the beginning 
of the spiritual life. 


The third class is the only one Avorthy 
of your consideration and able to give 
l)prmancnt enjoyment, and that is the 
abundant life. There are many Avho have 
just enough religion to make them mis- 
erable. 
We need this abundant life,, 
first of all, by Avhich to gain a victory 
oA'cr sin. , It is an accepted 
scientific 
theory that the purpose of the A\'hite 
corpuscles in the blood is to destroy 
disease germs. 
"NVlien these corpuscles 
become feAv or Aveak,. on 
account of 
lack of proper nourishment, exercise or 
sleep, then the disease germs conquer 
the Avhite corpuscles and the body suc- 
cumbs to the raA'ages of the disease. On 
the other hand, if the Avhite corpuscles 
are many. and strong, through vigorous 
bodily health, then the microbes make 
no inroads. 
The best antiseptic for 
disease is health. 
The only true meth- 
od for overcoming temptation is for 
your life to be filled Avlth the love of 
God, 
• 


The abundant life 
is essential 
for 
spiritual joy. 
There is always pleasure 
in the exercise of an over-fed and un- 
der-Avorked muscle, and there is always 
pain in the e.vercising of an under-fed 
and over-worked muscle. 
If you Avill 
surrender your life to God, yielding the 
points Avhere you have been at issue 
Avith Him, then He Avill fill you Avith 
divine strength. 
Eight here is the dif- 
ference betAveen a sailboat and a steam- 
ship. 
When a sailboat is out on the 
sea it depends entirely upon the. wind 
for its motive poAver. Not so with the 
steamer. 
No matter whether there be 
a . strong. Avind or a calm, that steam- 
ship forges right ahead to its destina- 
tion. 
When you are in vital relation- 
ship Avith Jesus Christ you Avill not be 
dependent upon your - surroundings for 
either your poAver or your joy. 
You 
Avill be able to say Avith Paul,' "Christ 
liA'eth in me." 


There are many people Avho are mere- 
ly "big meeting" Qiristians. 
They are 
dependent upon their surroundings for 
their spiritual success. 
Not so Avith 
the soul that is possessed of the abun- 
dant life, Avhich Jesus Christ gives. He 
Avill be like a diver in a diving bell, go- 
ing doAvn to the bottom of the sea. He 
Avill not depend upon his surroundings 
for his atmosphere, he Avill get that 
from aboA'c, 


Moreover, the abundant life is essen- 
tial for 'spiritual fruitage. 
There are 
many professed Christians Avho 
have 
just enough religion to exist, like trees 
Avith only enough sap to bear leaves, 
but no fruit. 
Christ spoke of the vari- 
ous kinds 
of . branches: 
No 
fruit 
branches, 
some 
fruit branches, 
more 
fruit branches, and much fruit branches. 
"Herein is your Fatlier glorified," said 
He, "that you bear much fruit." 
But 
if your branches and blossoms are to 
groAV up into the air and sunshine, your 
roots must go down deep in the soil 
of God's life and love. 
I^et me ask 
you, my friend, have you this abundant 
life, or are you like the oAvncr of an 
old castle in England, 
whose income 
Was scarcely sufficient to keep him from 
starvation, and all the time there was 
hidden away in that castle a great sum 
of gold, suflicient to have-kept him in 
luxury all his days. 


That abundant Hfe is for you, if you 
will pay the price. 
Tt means submis- 
sion to tlie^ will of God. It means a 
yielding on that point where you have 
beeii in rebellion against Him. 
When 
Jesus told of the prodigal son, He said 
the blessings.were not in the far coun,- 
try, there were the husks, the hunger 
and the hogs.

to a Voice in City

The right of the people to kick 
•Rlien they fail to get good service 
is 
something new in government. 
The politicians long ago learned to 
kick and make political capital out 
of their kicks, t u t for an ordinary 
man who never has been arrested, 
never ran for office, never made a 
public speech, never quarreled with 
his wife, alwas's paid his bills, and 
always did his work satisfactorilj'; 
for such a man never was a chance 
provided for him to kick about the 
city government. State government, 
county government, or any 
other 
government. 


That sort of man hurried away 
to work 
every 
morning, hurried 
back home every evening, and he 
had no time for kicks. 


The department stores recognized 
long ago the inalienable riglit of 
man or woman to kick and have 
provided kicking clerks 
to 
wliom 
customers can make 
complaints. 
The gas company, the electric light 
company and sometimes the street 
i-ailway company provides a per- 
son to whom grievances can be told. 
Until recently the man who didn't 
like the way his city was run had 
nothing to do but wait 
for 
some 
leader running for office or some 
other ax to grind. 
This leader did 
all the kicking, got all the glorj', 
and then ran for office or accom- 
plished his ends. 


Eiit the theory that the ordinary 
man does not know as much about 
his individual rights as the Mayor 
or .«ome other official has long been 
discarded. 
Men do have rights, and 
they have wisdom 
to 
know 
their 
rights. 


A man who has been a shoe cob- 
bler all his life has just about as 
much training to be Mayor as a 
man who lias been making a fortune 
selling inflated real estate, yet when 
the honest shoe cobbler tries to run 
for Mayor the people 
view 
with 
alarm the audacity of such an ig- 
norant fellow^ trying to get into the 
Mayor's chair. 


With the discovery that the shoe- 
maker is a man of brains the kicli 
board had its beginning, 
Tlie whole 
•thing started in the newspaper of- 
fices in New York, where the peo- 
ple wore Invited several years ago 
to write anything they wanted to 
tell to the papers. That was a novel 
idea.to say the least. 
Before thát 
the editors were supposed to be the 
only people in the world who could 
write. 
For a comnmn $15 a wcclc 
clerk to be given space In the daily 
newspapers of New York 
to 
tell 
what he thought, .soon showed that 
the world was weil supplifd with 
people with different k'c;J^3 from the 
ones who arc running the govern- 
ment.

The new Charter for 
St. L,ouis, which bas just been adopt- 
ed, provides for a Board of Com- 
plaint. 
It is the newest city com- 
plaint 
organization in the United 
States and has 
a 
paid secretary 
whose only duty is to listen to com- 
plaints and make a list of them. 
SECTION UNDlill WHICH 
COMPI/AINT BOAKU WORKS, 


Thé complaint board is provided 
for In the city's charter in the fol- 
lowing languages: 


"It (the Complaint Board) shall 
receive complaints against any de- 
partment, board, division, oTCiccr or 
employe of the city, or against any 
public utility corporation, and ex- 
amine the same. 
It shall recom- 
mend to tlie proper city or State 
authox-ities any action deemed advis- 
able. 


Under tlic old regime the man 
witli a grievance could never get a 
hearing unless he had some sort of 
political pull. 
And there was the 
other disadvantage that honest city 
officials and boards were constant- 
ly hampered in their work by com- 
plaints which they had no means of 
investigating or settling. Feeling the . 
need of sòme definite clearing house 
for all complaints, both just and un- 
just, the framers of the new Char- 
ter called 
for 
suggestions from 
civic e.Kperts. 
They sent forth a 
junketing partj', commissioned 
to 
collect ideals for municipal govern- 
ment from a score 
of 
American 
cities. 
The men who did the work 
of investigation 
were 
commanded 
to find an antidote for the kick dis- 
ease which has long afflicted St. 
Louis. 
In Cincinnati something was 
found which offered a suggestion. 
That suggestion was developed, ex- 
tended, enlarged and rendered con- 
crete. 
It resulted in Article XIV', 
Section 2, of tlie Charter, Avhich • 
was submitted to the people and 
subse<iiiently adopted. 
It pi-ovided 
for a iioard 
consisting 
of three 
members «.".d a secretary, the lat- 
ter to handle all details, of the of- 
Ti r'îîicert at the disposal of 
the board all the judicial and exe- 
i'utive macliinery of both city and 
State. 
No such board has beeu uti- 
lized by any other city, and to a 
certain dC;irce it^ work is only an 
experiment. 
It is the purpose of 
Ijewis T. Tunc, Maurkre J,- Cassidy 
and j-lanford Crawford lo m a k e this 
new department a model for other 
citics to copy. 
If it serves to pre- 
vent the machinery of city govern- 
ment )i-oni

means the keenest kind of competi- 
tion everywhere and requires every 
possible advantage of managemnt, 
capital, selling and shipping facil- 
ities." 


The results of co-operative work 
to be looked for througlT the work- 
ing out of the 
comprehensive de- 
tailed plan offered 
by Mr. Lewis 
should be: Increasing export 
pos- 
sibilities for a considerable number, 
Of manufacturers and merchants by 
developing more highly their sell- 
ing facilities, by 
the' reduction of 
selling expenses, and by showing a 
profit for the selling organisation. 
The latter may be regarded as the 
most important feature of any co- 
operative organization. 


"The manufacturer must have a. 
fair manufacturing profit 
on 
the 
goods he sells, but in ^nsideration 
of this profit, account must be taken 
that this business 
does 
not carry 
the same overhead expense as do- 
mestic business. 
The foreign sell- 
ing organization assumes the sell- 
ing expenses, practically all adver- 
tising 
expenses, 
and, 
frequently, 
other expenses. 
Hence the manu- 
facturer should regard such a sell- 
ing organization in the light of a 
salesman, and should look for a 
considerable portion of his profit 
from his share of the profits of the 
selling 
organization. 
By 
making 
the selling organization 
profitable 
the manufacturer Is insured a larger 
eventful profit for himself, and a 


more 8^rely permanent and increas- 
ing butiness. 
' 


"The basis of any successful co- 
operative organisation must be its 
control by an Individuai or a smaU 
coterie of indiyidtials Who are in- 
terested in creating and developing 
a profitable 
organlfation, 
rather 
than in making all that is possible 
from imn^ediate sales. 
It is abso- 
lutely unsafe to handicap thje man- 
agement of such a selling organiza- 
tion by .requirements to sell certain 
goods regardless of profits, or to 
sell largely for the purpose of mar- 
keting certain products and without 
regard to the success of the selling 
organization. 
An export manager 
must hdve a reasonably free hand, 
should be given wide latitude as to 
prices and conditions governing his 
business, and should be held to re- 
sults rather than policies." 


Mr. Liewis suggested the 
follow- 
ing method for those concerns who 
would not fesl warra|lted In invest- 
ing a considerable amount of cash 
to inaugurate an export business. 


"Let five or ten concerns, manu- 
facturers or handlers of artlciM re-

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After the recent German victory 
over the French .across the river 
from Soissons, news dispatches from 
Berlin received by, wireless four 
days after the close of the engage- 
ment, 
said 
4,000 Landsturm had 
been engaged in digging trenches 
and burying the soldiers. 
The dis- 
patch continued to say that nearly 
all of the German soldiers killed in 
that one battle had been disposed of 
and the Landsturm were starting to 
bury the French, , who still 
were 
lying as they fell in all sorts of dis-. 
torted positions. 


The red trousered French soldiers 
and the dusky Turcos lay side by 
side in death, frozen by the winter 
cold. 
Tho Landsturm are the re- 
• serves of the German Army. 
They 
are from 39 to 45.years old, and as 
they are not as active in battle as 
some of the younger fighters, they 
are assigned to such duties as bury- 
ing the dead when not needed in 
actual fighting. 


The pitiful story of these 4,000 
men burying the dead and still only 
half through after working for four 
days, shows more clearly than any 
statistics or lists how terrible has 
been the loss in the European con- 
flict. 
. 


English, G^ermans, 
French 
and 
Russians have been 
busy 
issuing 
bulletins and lists of the 
dead. 
There Is cause to believe that each 
army has kept back the actual fig- 
ures of the dead. The burial of tii« 
; hosts opposite 
Soissons 
seems to 
prove the point. 
, 
The bjurying of dead has becom'e 
Av«n lnaportant 'piece of work of the 
'modem army. 
In Napoleon's time 
the dead were left on the battlefield 
to be food for the buzzards or to be 
buried by the civilians. 


At times shallow 
trenches were 
fug and the soldiers were heaped 


'industrious, resourceful and "solidly 
united such forecastá are hazílrdous. 
The Germans are fully capable of 
"making two blades of grass, grow 
where one grew before" and it is 
precisely because of this and their 
perfect military organization that 
the danger of a long conflict exists. 
Such a prospect is enough to cause 
the gravest apprehension ?Jid the 
uppermost thought in the minds of 
seers Is how to prevent such para- 
lysis of progress suid horrible cam- 
age.and waste. Can it be done? 


There is a grim determination of 
all directly concerned to fight the 
issues to the bitter end on the 
ground that a premature peace, 
leaving the vital-, questions unset- 
tled, would only mean the 
con- 
tinuance of the existing^ pernicious 
regime and repetition- of the evil. 
A new and irresistible argument 
must be brought forward to stop 
the conflict. 
The case is desper- 
ate, but there is a hope. This hope 
lies in science, discovery and In- 
vention. 


Modern machinery wrought by 
science is 
responsible 
for 
this 
calamity. . Science will also undo 
the Frankenstein monster it has 
created. Centuries ago an ingenious 
contrivance of Archimedes is said 
to have decided a battle and ter- 
inat«d a great war. 
Be it a myth 
. or a fact, this story affords an in- 
spiring lesson. 
"What els needed at 
this psychological moment is some

Artists Give Work to War Fond. 


A unique 
exhibition of art was 
opened to the public when the doors 
of the Toronto Art Museum in the 
galleries of the Public library _wera 
opened for the "Exhibition ot~Pic- 
tures Given by Canadian Artists la 
Aid of the Patriotic Fund," under 
the auspices of the Royal Canadian 
, Academy. 


Shortly after the outbreak of the 
war in Europe, when the citizens 
of Canada as well as the mother 
country were diligently engaged In 
various methods of raising money 
for patriotic funds, the presidents 
of the three leading art organiza- 
tions—the Royal Canadian Acad- 
emy, the Ontario Society of Artists, 
and the Canadian Art Club—met 
and discussed means by which the 
artists of Canada might have the 
opportunity to contribute collective- 
ly to the patriotic fund. 
Finding 
themselves hanpipered by clauses in 
their own laws which precluded tha 
possibility of a cash contribution by 
the organization as such, the plan 
embodied in the present exhibition 
was worked out. 


The hearty response to this ap- 
peal has resulted in the donation of 
eighty paintings and two pieces of 
sculpture, examples of the best work 
of about that number - of 
artists. 
Th-çse pictures, constitute, to quota 
from the préface df^th«; cataloguai 
"a really Canadian exhibition, main- 
taining a high ^andard of excel- 
lence, a wide range of thème and 
technical treatment, and a degree 
of uniformity in the size of the 
work and character of the frames 
that would lessen the likelihood of 
a monopoly of public interest in one 
or two'gallery' pictures." 


The exhibition is to be rotary, 
other leading cities of the Dominion 
being visited in turn at the close of 
the week's display in Toronto. Any' 
offer for any of the works will ba 
received, and at the end of the se- 
ries of exhibitions the highest bids. 
If deemed reasonable, will be ac- 
cepted. 
The total expense In con- 
nection with the display Is being 
borne by the Royal Canadian Acad- 
emy. Tho whole proceeds of the ex- 
hibitions and sales will be donated 
to the Patriotic Fund.

L. Kiplinger, chaplain of the 
northern Indiana penitentiary at Michi- 
gan ttty, recently gave a lecture at ISlk- 
hart in which he declared that 06 per 
cent, of tlie men in that prison for mur- 
der trace their crimes to liquor. Of the 
226 men in the prison north for life, 212 
of them show a clearly defined connec- 
tion with liquor.

lion since the beginning of t h e war. 
The railroads, when runnin.g, have

Because They Consume the By-Products of the Dairy and Farm Which Otherwise Might Be Wasted, Reproduce Abundantly, Mature Rapidly, and Usually Bring a Sub- 
stantial Price, Hogs Are Exceedingly Useful and Proifitable Animals to Raise, the Lard Type Being Particularly Popular in the Corn and Grain Belt States.

There is lees differeiicfi hptwecn the 
Various breeds of lard hogs than there 
\s between individuals of any of these 
breeds. 
In fact -when properly han- 
dled, there is fo little difference be- 
tween the breeds, that whether the 
results arc good or bad will nsnially be 
due to management rather than to tiie 
merits of tho hrefcl. 
The mdst rlf- 
sirable market hogs are those of uni- 
form conformation, finish, quality and 
breed type. 


Having selected a. breed which puits 
his conditions and fancy, the farmer 
then 
should 
carefully 
select 
the 
foundation .-itock for Iiis future herd. 
By the use of only pure-br-'d piros of 
the chosen breed a. splendid herd for 
pork production 
will he esiablish^d 
In the course of a very fe'A- years.

than do 
swine when properlv hred and ban 
died. 
This being true, the pure bred 
boar is. in reality, more than half of 
the herd for he stamps his conforma- 
tion and characteristlcc? on all of his 
offspring.

date the spw was bred, the date phe 
is duo to farrow can be determined 
easily. 
The period of ge.'it.ation for 
swine ranges from 112 to lli? days. 


As farrowing time approachc-i^, the 
sow should be put into a clean, ruomy 
pen in a hog house or into a. separate 
portable pen. 
"When the udder of the 
sow becomes distended and triilk can 
be drawn from the teats, she may he 
expected to farrow in about 24 hours. 
She should bo watchet". closely now to 
see that her bowels are operating in 
the proper manner and that she may 
be comfortable. 
At thi.s time a slop 
ration is better than dry feed. 


Tho farrowing pen should be sup- 
plied with fresh, dry, clean and dust-

In fact, the only way to keep early 
spring pigs from growing too rapidly 
and becoming too fat when the fow.'s 
aro confincd is to fed the sows spar- 
ingly. 
• Under 
ordinary 
ponditions 
when 
sows and pigs are given plenty of ex- 
ercise, the feed may be gradually in- 
creased until from ten days to two 
weeks after farrowing a lil)era.l feed- 
ing of a heavy ration is being given. 
AVhen the plg.s are from four to six 
weeks old they will begin to eat with

They 
should 
be 
feS 
separately by penning 
off a 
small 
space on the feeding floor or bog lot 
where the young pigs have access to 
the feed. 
The feed should be given 
in 
a small 
trough 
which 
can 
bs 
cleaned easily before each feeding. 


The length of time pigs should b* 
allowed to suckle their dams depends 
largely on w'hether one or two Utters 
a year are to be raised. 
If but ona 
Utter, the pigs may nurse 12 or 13 
weeks; 
where two Utters are 
pro- 
duced. the pigs can not nurse longei 
than eight weeks. 
The sows should, 
be separated from the pigs, only re- 
turning to them two or three tini« 
and then only long enough for thi 
pigs to empty the udder. 


After weaning time the sows are ni 
longer given the rich, heav^- ration 
supplied during the nursing period. 
They should be put on grass with 
plenty of fresh water to drink and 
until their milk flow stops given 
but 
a limited allowance of 
feed. 


After the pigs are weaned, 
they 
should be continued 
on 
the 
ration 
which 
had 
been given them 
when 
running with the mothers. The ration 
can be most satisfactorily given In ths 
form of a thick 
slop 
and 
fed 
in 
V-shaped troughs placed on a cement 
feeding fioor. Shelled corn also may 
be fed on a clean spot on the floor. 
Either wood or corn cob 
charcoal 
broken into pieces about the size of a 
hickory nut, is greatly relished by the 
early pigs while still confined in th» 
spring 
before 
pasture 
grasses 
ar« 
available. 


The farmer who has skim 
milk, 
clover or alfalfa, and grows corn will 
need to purchase but little feed for his 
swine. 
Middlings, oil meal and tank- 
age are all valuable nitrogenous feeds 
and should be fed as supplements to 
corn. 
Of course too liberal feeding of 
corn in the early growing periods is 
injurious. 
Usually, for the first six to 
eight weeks after weaning, it ia not 
best to make corn more than one- 
third of the grain ration. 
Skim milk 
is always a splendid feed for swine; 
and if available in sufficient quantities 
to form the greater part of the liquid 
in the ration, oil meal need not b* 
fed. 
One hundred pounds of skim 
milk arc sometimes considered equal 
in value for pig feeding to one-half A 
bushel of corn. 


REDUCE POULTRY-YARD EXPENSES 


Sanitai-.y Houses Arc Accessary for the Laying Hens. 


All kinds of grain, both whole and 
jrround, are r-o higli in pricc (hat it 
will pay us tu study hov/ to feed tlic 
hens as cheaply aw possible and still 
secure good results. 


Bran is a heavy c.xpensc, and the 
amount used can bo greatly lest;cncd 
by feeding cut clovcr, or cowpea hay. 
Theée contain the t^ame elements as 
wheat bran and arc very palatable for 
,the hens when steamed. 


Cut or break the hay Int'o small 
pieccs, pack into a tub or bucket and 
pour over It all the boiling water it 
will'absorb, then covcr closcly and let 
Btand thirty or forty minutes before 
feeding. In the winter wlien the hens 
can not get green grass they relish 
this very much. 


Sprouted grains arc another cheap 
food. 
This was sold a few years ago 
as a'poultry "sccret" of feed at fifteen 
cents a bushel. 
Oata arc 
generally 
used for this, although wheat, rye and 
other grains are as good. 


The grain 
.'rliould be soaked 
for 
tuciity-four hours, or even thirty-six 
hours, in warjn water, when spread 
in vshallow boxes and kept in .a v.-arm 
place. 
Keep moist by sprinkling two 
or three times a day with warm water. 
l'"eed when tho sprouta arc about two 
ijiches long. 


The hens will eat grains and .sprouts 
both, and by the process of sprouting 
the amount 
of feed i.s greatly 
in- 
creased without increasing the cost. 


Kunflower-.seed.g, if raised in the odd 
corners where nothing else will grow 
to advantage, really cost us nothing. 
IJang the heads up where the hens 
-will have to work a little to get them, 
or scattcr the ,socds in the litter. 


If these seeds are fed mixed with 
the other grains that are 
scattered 
in the litter, or as a changc from the 
otheri?, it will of course not be neces- 
sary to feed so much of the expensive 
grains. 


The small potatoes and the potato- 
jmrlngs and 
trimmings 
from 
other 
vegetables used in the house ca.n be 
boiled, .-^altcd and peppered, as for the 
table, and a little bran and cornmcal 
mixed with them, .iust enough to take 
up the surplus moisture, so that the 
mixture 
will 
not 
be sloppy. 
This 
makes a good, and also a very Inex- 
pensive mash feed. 
With it may be 
mixed the meat-scraps. 


Beef-bones and scraps should Vie run 
through a bone-c.utter, or be choppcd 
up by hand into small pieces, before 
giving to the hens. 


.Skim milk costs really nothing on 
the farms, and if the hens have all of 
it they will drink, they will not eat so 
much other food. 


If these cheap feeds arc 
handled 
right, it will leave only the last feed 
at night to be of tho 
high-priced 
grains, and if well fed during the day 
on these other things, they "vvill not 
eat so much of it then. 


They should have a good feed of 
grain, mostly corn, for their supper, in 
order to keep them healthy and sup- 
ply 
bodily 
heat 
during 
the 
cold 
weather. 


By following these suggestions, tho 
hens can be almost entirely kept on 
the waste products of the farm, and 
what is received for the eggs will be 
nearly all profit. 


If properly housed and given plenty 
of clean water to drink, they will lay 
well on this bill of fare, and wc can 
rejoicc over a good 
supply of 
eggs 
when the prices arc soaring. 


COWS AND BEES FOIl NORTHERN 
SECTIONS. 


Francis Jager has a plan for making 
farms out of northern cut-over lands. 
The two things on which success de- 
pends, according to his plan, are cows 
and bees. 
He suggests that farmers, 
seeking to subdue the cut-over lands, 
plant clover and other forage crops 
among the stumps, and put a beehivc 
on every stump. 
Cows and bees alike 
will thrive on the inter-stump crops. 
The bees will also gather lioncy far 
and wide from millions of wild flowers. 


From the start, says Mr. Jager, the 
bees 'Will produce and bring a cash re- 
turn. 
Two hundred pounds of honey 
to the hive at ten cents a pound would 
mean $20 to the hive. Ten hives would 
bring a cash return of $200, and fifty 
hives a snug return of $1,000. 
With 
such returns and the profits from a 
dairy herd, no farmer should fear the 
northern stump.

It doesn't pay for t-he average 
fruit-grower to experiment with un- 
tried methods of conti'olllng pest.«;. Ho 
hius neither the time nor money and 
a.s a, rule he does not have the proper 
facilities for discovering the reasons 
why he obtains success or failure.

"The belief that 
disease may

"You cannot 'fear' a disease on your- 
self any more than you can 'wish' a 
disease on any one else. 


"The Infectious diseases^re duo to 
forces, ecrma, wholly distinct frojn 
ourselves. 
The fear of smallpox could 
never bring a smallpox germ to thè 
body any more than mental dcflanco 
of It could prevent its growing once It 
was in. The germ Is as real a particle 
of matter as a mountain, and not a bit 
more susceptible to hypnotism by the 
human mind," 


REQUIRES MONEY AND WORK. 


Only Milk Transmits 
Plague. 


Man Cannot Get Foot and Mouth Dls^ 


ease by Eating 3Icat, Says Doctor. 
That tho foot and mouth 
disease 
cannot be transmitted to human be- 
ings by eating the flesh of diseased 
animals, but can 
bo contracted 
by 
drinking 
unboiled 
milk 
or 
butter 
made from the milk of an infected 
cow, is the statement made by Dr. 
E. J, Danek, of Chicago, who 
has 
studied the disease. 


"Tho symptoms in man," he says, 
"are as follows: 
There is fever; this 
is usually low, but may reach as high 
as 104. 
It may bo accompanied with 
a chill, loss of appetite, pain in mus- 
cles, back and head, with a cramplike 
pain in the abdomen. 
Nausea and 
vomittlng arc common. 
The primary 
seat of infection is the mouth. 
The 
disease when uncomplicated is mild. 
Its average duration 
Is two 
weeks 
from the onset. 
Severe eases 
may 
last six to eight weeks. 


"This disease i.*? transniissablo 
to 
man through unboiled milk or butter 
and cheesc and also directly from the 
saliva or contents of the vesicles o£ 
infected 
animals 
gaining 
entrance 
through abrasions of tho skin. 
It Is 
especially frequent in children and In 
those whose work brings them in con- 
tact with diseased cows. 
It appears 
that 
this 
disease cannot 
be 
trans- 
mitted by eating the flesh of infected 
animals." 


BOYS' AND GUlIi.S' GIvt'BS. 


One of the most notable mgvements 
in agricultural education has been the 
boj'.s' and girls' clubs organized in ag- 
ricultural communities for the purpose 
of learning to farm by actually farm- 
ing. 
Fostered by the department of 
agriculture and taken up In various 
forms by state, county and even pri- 
vate 
agencies, 
the 
movement 
has 
spread to almost every section of tho 
country. 


The boys and girls who belong to 
any of these cljibs are building a foun- 
dation for future success In farming 
which was beyond the dream of the 
last generation. 
They aro learning 
to do by doing. 
They are finding out 
the fundamental principles of crop 
production in their young and Im- 
pressionable years, and aro learning 
to work Avith their heads as well as 
their hands. 


HOW TO MAKE AND USE A HOT-BED 


The safest and surest way of get- 
ting an early start, with many plants 
is by the use of hotbeds. 
These can 
be constructed of 2-lnch planks nailed 
or bolted together in the form of a 
rectangular 
box, 
generally 
sI-k feet 
wide and as long as desired. 
The box 
should be so made that when the bot- 
tom l."! level, the .---ash will .«slope one 
inch to the foot, which will make it 6 
Inches higher on one side than on the 
other. 
This slope permits the .-^un's 
rays to enter more freely and allow.s 
water to run off quickly. 
The bed 
should be located on a southern slope 
if possible and run cast and w'cst, with 
tho lower side of tho frame toward 
tho south. 
If a southern 
exposure 
can not be secured, a windbreak may 
be constructed on tho north side and 
tho ends to shut off tho cold winds from 
these 
directions. 
Tho beds 
should 
also be near the house and near a 
plentiful supply of water in order that 
the plants may be carefully and easily 
cared for. 


Common stable horse manure con- 
taining no litter, 
mi-xod 
with 
from 
one-third to one-half 
its amount of 
straw or leaves, is used for providing 
the artificial heat. 
Straw or leaves 
should be added to prolong the heat- 
ing period of the manure and to keep 
it from heating too violently. 
The 
manure is gathered 
fresh from 
the 
stable, piled up. and allowed to heat. 
When heated through it is forked over 
and allowed to heat again. 
During 
tho heating it should be kept uiider 
shelter, as heavy drenchlngs make it 
almost 
worthless. 
After it is well 
heated through the second time, it is 
put in the hotbed excavation almost to 
the eash level, caro being taken to

spread it evenly and to have the cor- 
ners well filled. After the manure haa 
again wariiicd up it should bo firmed 
by tamping. 
The bed is now ready for 
the soil. 


Five or six inches of rich soil con- 
taining much 
Immus and sand 
arc 
then placed upon 
the 
manure, 
and 
after the temperature of the soil has 
dropped to 00 degrees F. the .««ced ma.y 
be sown. 
The bed .should be prepared 
early in the spring. 
A good soil for 
hot bed purposes may be prepared 
eight or nine months before it is to be 
used., by making a comi^ost heap con- 
sisting of layers of grass sod and barn- 
yard manure. 
Tliis givcii a loose, rich 
soil very well adapted to hotbed work. 


On warm days the bed should be 
ventilated to make the plants grow 
stocky and prevent them from wilting. 
In watering the aim should 
be to 
water thoroughly, but not often. 
The 
practice of adding a small amount of 
water each day should never be fol- 
lowed, as it encourages the growth of 
insects and diseases, and benefits the 


plant but little, since the molstur« 
doc3 not reach the roots. 


A week or ten day."? before the tim» 
to transplant into the field, or earlier, 
if 
the 
weather 
permits, 
the 
sash 
should be removed during the day to 
harden off the plants. 
It Is also, a 
good plan to stop watering at thl« 
time, and then wet down thoroughly 
just before taking to the field. 


Different 
materials arc 
used 
for 
covering hotbeds. - A cheap and quit« 
common one is light canvas or heavy 
sheeting which has 
been 
oiled. 
A 
more substantial covering ia the hot- 
bed sash, which is coming Into use 
more and more, as it is more reliable 
than the cloth, and makes It possible 
to control the temperature with more 
ccrtalnty. 


A cold frame differs from a hotbed 
in that no artificial heat Is used. 
They 
are usually started and the seed sown " 
the last of march or first of April. 
Otherwise their construction and car» 
is the same as that given above for 
hotbeds.

bureau of animal industry to indem- 
nify the owners of live stock^^laugh- 
tercd on account of foot and mouth 
disease to the extent of 50 per cent of 
the appraised valuation. 
Compensa- 
tion on tho part of the state for the 
remaining 50 per cent will depend 
upon tho action of the next general 
assembly looking toward the appro- 
priation of sufficient funds to protect 
the live stock interests of the state of 
Illinois.

THINGS FOR

SMALL pillow rolled hard and 
sewed in tte form of a sausage 
is a great comfort. Slip it Un- 
der the knees, push up hard 
against the hips, lifting them a little 
as you do so. It takes the weight of 
the legs from the abdomen and the 
pulling strain ffom the back. A big 
Boft pillow in thè foot of the bed holds 
the weight of the covers from the féet, 
and gives the patient something to 
press the soles of feet against. It is 
a great cotnfort when feet are cold. 


A restful thing is a pillow placed 
lengthwise from knee to aflkle, letting 
feet hang Over. It rests the heels. 
When patient may not be turned, but 
feels as though every rib was grinding 
through the bed, relief may be afford- 
ed by placing a pillow by either side, 
slipping their edges under from shoul- 
der to hip, not by shifting the patient, 
but by pressing 
hard down on the 
mattress as you gently insert the thin 
edge of the pollow. 


Invalid , Beet Tea—One

Heal life docs not consist in the posses- 
sion of property, Material things nre 
outside and foreign 
to thn true' life. 


They are like the 
garments that nre 


the physical and psychical, but not the 
spiritual and eternal. Jesus did not 
teach tbe immortality of the unregeu- 
crate soul. That was a pagan, not a 
Christian, doctrine. Jt is not until the 
soul is vitalized by the spirit of Cod 
does it really live. 


Furthermore, life does not consist in 


indulgence and pleasure. 
Tho apostle 


spoke of the vain followers of fashion 
and merriment as dead while they lived. 
They were alive physically and socially, 
but dead spiritually.

The politicians long ago learned to 
luck and make political capital out 
oE their kicks, hut for an ordinary 
man who never has hecn arrested, 
never ran for office, never made a. 
public speech, never quarreled with 
his wife, always-paid his bills, and 
always did his work satisfactorily; 
for sucli.a man never was a chance 
provided for him to kick about the 
city government, Stato government, 
county government, or any other 
government. 


That sort of man hurried away 


to work 
every 
morning, hurried 


back home every evening, and he 
had no time for kicks. 


The department stores recognized 


Ions as" the. inalienable right ot 
man or woman to kick and have 
provided kicking clerks to whom 
customers can make 
complaints. 


The gas company, the'electric light 
company and sometimes the street 
railway company provides a" per- 
son to whom grievances can be told. 
Until recently the man who didn't 
like the v;ay his city was run had 
nothing to do but wait for. some 
leader running for office or some 
other ax to grind. This leader did ' 
nil the kicking, got all the glory, 
nnd (hen ran for office or accom- 
plished his ends. 


But the theory that the ordinary 


m:m does not know as much about 
his individual rights as the Mayor 
or some other official has long hecn 
discarded. Men do have rights, and 
they have wisdom to know their 
rights.

luan.who has been making a fortune 
selling inflated real estate, yet when

mend to the proper city or State 
authorities any action deemed advis- 
able. 


Under the old regime the man

progressed wonderfully since Ka- 
poleon's time. In the Crimean War 
the International Red Cross did its 
first Important work in carins for 
sick and wounded. The dead, how- 
ever, tverc left for the soldiers to 
dispose of. WUcn soldiers are be- 
sieged or when they are fighlins 
over practically the same grcund it 
s necessary for tho dead to he 
buried so they will not be a menace 
•x the livins- 
' Such a condition confronts the 
soldiers on tho front today. The fu- 
neral division of 'ho army is an 
army in itself.

of sickness or in battle. His rela- 
tives were communicated with and 
the bodies were sent home.

home tor burial. Jiut in Hie Span- 
ish-American "War only a few thou- 
sand died, including those who died 
on American soil in the careps. Our 
losses in battle were only a few hu'.i- 
.drcd. The disposition of the dead 
was a simple matter. 


When the Civil War was fous'nt 


a. far different stale ot affairs ex- 
isted. Dead lay in wiv-drows at tho 
end of some of the battle!'. The men 
fought 
in 
close 
formation 
and 


charged into the mouths of tho 
cannon. The destruction was fright- 
ful. An army of civilians was em- 
ployed to die trenches and bury the 
dead. Soldiers buried their com- 
rades, loo, but not always.' 


On every Civil War battlefield 


of these battles. 
No one knows 


who the dead are in most instances. 
The men were laid to their ever- 
lasting rest side by side without 
any headstone 
except a general 


monument bearing an inscription 
telling to what regiments and com- 
panies the men belonged. 


In the German Army every man 


is numbered, and In that way he 
is readily identified, even by stran- 
gers. All one has to do is to look 
up the name and address in the 
number book. 


In the hot days of August many 


o£ tho soldiers were burned on 
funeral pyres. It was easier to get 
rid of them that way and it was 
absolutely necessary for the life o£ 
tho remainder of the men that the 
dead be disposed of as quickly as 
possible. 


Now with winter on the dead can 


bo kept indefinitely. 
They are 


buried well as a rule- It matters 
not it the men arc of the enemy or 
of the colors of the burying squad, 
a decent burial is given to all. 


While some of the men of the 


warring nations arc engaged in 
burying the dead, others are invent- 
ing more machinery to make war 
more destructive- Every great war 
has witnessed new inventions of de- 
structivcncss. Our own Civil War 
saw the invention o£ the Monitor. 
The War in 1S12 saw the steel 
fighting ship take the place of the 
old wooden ships- 
This war has 


seen the 43-ccntimctcr guns tried 
out with success. 


According to Nikola Te.«la this 


war has already cost more than ",- 
000,000 men in dead and disabled- 
Without ai.scicntist to invent some 
terribly destructive force to end the 
•war it wih last five years more, 
Tesla says. 
"The best inference is certainly 


that of the Balkan War," says Tcs- 


a million two hundred thousand 
men fought six months, then 12,- 
000,000 men will fight five years. 
Even though this be but a rough 
approximation, it' is sufficient to 
show that, barring some extraor- 
dinary development, this war will 
be a long war. 
"Indeed, it seems on purely scien- 


tific grounds that a conflict on such 
a vast scale can only be ended by- 
exhaustion. The enormous extent 
of tho battle front, owing to num- 
bers and attendant impossibility 
o£ striking a decisive blow, is in 
further support of this theory- It 
is also highly.significant to observe 
in this connection how tho original 
battle lines, determined in advance 
by strategy, have .been gradually 
shifted and. straigh'tened, 
contact 


between, the fighting-masses being 
firmly established on lines fixed by 
natural law and brute 
force of 


push in defiance of military design. 
The likelihood o£ such termination 
is increased by the fact that the 
disturbance extends over an im- 
mense area, making the supply of 
necessities to some of the affected 
regions exceptionally difficult. 


"Accepting, then, this theory as 


correct, we are justified in expect- 
ing 
that, 
conditions 
remaining 


normal, the struggle will last more 
or less according to the form the 
exhaustion may take. 
Lack of 


food, deterioration and shortage oE 
equipment, want ot metals, chemi- 
cals and ammunition, scarcity of 
ready 
capital, 
failing supply of 


trained men or sheer giving out of 
human energy are some of the ele- 
ments to be reckoned with, any ono 
of which may compel an early ces- 
sation of hostilities. That tho war 
cannot be continued much longer 
with its present intensity can bo 
easily shown. 
The daily cost of operation is 


more than 540,000,000, and judging 
from the casualties recorded to 
date, 25,000 men, on the average, 
are killed and disabled in battle 
every day. At that rate only four 
more months of active campaign 
would result in an expenditure o£ 
55.000,000,000 and a loss of life o£ 
r.,000.000 men. This is. manifest- 
ly, too great an additional burden 
to be borne, -for even though the 
fighting material might be avail-- 
able, capital is sure to be lacking. 


It could be. therefore, concluded 


with crrlitudc that peace would bo 
restored before next winter, were 
it not for one possibility, or rather 
probability, that o£ a deadlock, 
which would be the worst calamity, 
for, in view of the real causo of tho 
trouble and the temper of the na- 
tions involved, it could not foil to 
protracr the war for years-

The Allies have far more food 


than the, German soldiers. The Ger- 
mans began figuring on the food 
problem early last August. They 
realized they not only had to ha.ve 
food for (heir soldiers, but for their 
people as well. 


But (here ore many .soldiers of 


the English who Iwe livcii in pov- 


erty all tncir lives, and who act- 
ually founder on the wealth of 
food in the trenches. 


An officer writes home to lament 


the number ol! pounds he has add- 
ed to his weight in the trenches, 
saying he feels almost too well, 
without sufficient exercise. 


Napoleon would be astonished at 


the enormous demands upon the 
endurance of the men in this war, 
for he was never able to give his 
men the strengthening food well 
regulated armies receive nowadays. 


Attention is called, for instance, 


to the battle of Lule Burgas. The 
Turks lost because they had been 
starving for four days. The. Bul- 
garians had their stomachs full. 
The Turks were willing, hut could 
not fight and on their retreat many 
died of she.er starvation^ Tho Bel- 
gians and in many cases the Ger- 
mans in Belgium have been weak- 
ened by lack of food, although tho 
German system in general is excel- 
lent. But tho British soldier has 
received his meals with great regu- 
larity.

The fighting qualities of the Ger- 
mans show they stand up well with- 
out having so much meat. The I5n- 
clish arc known an beef eaters. 
They also cat white bread, while 
the 
Gennnus eat 
whole wheat, 


bread, which is recognised as more 
nourishing than the white bread. 


Besides the whole wheat bread al- 
lows for no waste of the product. 


The substitution of cheaper but 


nutritious vegetables for more ex- 
pensive, meats is the remedy for 
the high cost of living, according 
to Dean K. I,. Watts of the Penn- 
sylvania Htatc College. 


Dean Watts said much in praise 


of the sorely derided bean and tho 
inconspicuous pea ;is logical and 
healthful meat substitutes. He also 
took occasion to criticise Stale en- 
dowed colleges that neglect the in- 
terests of the tax payers as a whole 
to concentrate on tho instruction 
of a few students.

where. Moat has been the food of 
soldiers for all time. They insist 
they need it, but this war is going 
to teach they can set along without 
it. Never was there such a scarcity 
of meat in the world as today. The 
result is the soldiers will have to 
be fed more and more on vegetable 
substitutes. But the people at large 
will be deprived of the meat first. 
The soldiers will he the last to suf- 
fer. 
This was well illustrated at 


Lodtf, Poland, 'which 
when cap- 


tured 
by. the 
Germans had not 


enough food for the 
inhabitants. 


The Hussions bad seized it all for 
the soldiers. 


Dispatches from there, after 'the 


Germans' captured Lodz in January 
said the city, whieh for -months has 
been alternately 
in 
Russian and 


German possession, has been cut off 
from normal railroad communica- 
tion since the beginning oC the war. 
The railroads, when running, have 
been required fnr the movement of 
troops, 
supplies and ammunition. 


Consequently 
no coal has 
been 


brought in and only a limited quan- 
tity ot food for the civil popula- 
tion has been received. The Ameri- 
can relict work, which has done so 
much for Brussels and other Bel- 
gian citkF. would
